OPERATING ANOTHER HAM'S STATION

Four years ago at the Fresno Hexndest, 
following the dinner, the San Francisco 
Engineer-In-Charge, Mr. Ney Landry , 
gave a talk followed by a question and ans- 
wer period, . 

I posed this question, "If I were to go 
to a Ham friend's home and operate his rig, 
should I use my own call orthe call of the 
station? , 

; His reply was. "If the chief operat 
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present on the premises and in charge of 
emissions, not necessarily pushing the PTT 
or tripping the VOX, then the visiting Oper ~ 
ator should sign the station call and make 
entries in the station log. 

"However, if you are using a station 
and the chief operator is away from the 
premises, then you should sign your own 
call, portable and location, and make en- 
tries in your own log book, " 

Suppose he does not tune -the station 
rig correctly or for some other reason 
causes harmonics that are picked up by an 
FCC monitoring station? To whom isi the- 
white slip sent? (No longer pink slip), 

"To the licensee whose call letters are 
being used, therefore the innocent party is 
hurt, "' 

I have been asked on the air, "How 
about operating a club station? 

Mr. Landry answered, "The trustee 
may give permission to all club members 
with eligible licenses to operate the station 
when he is not there. In that case the op- 
erator's station call and log is used and 
the licensee gives his call as operator," 

On October 7, 1968 I telephoned Mr, 
Landry and read this to him, He agreed 
that this is correct, He said there is no 
docket number and nothing in the rules and 
regulations pertaining to this, and that it 
was just a directive sent out to District 
Offices from Washington, D, C,
